QUALITY GENERALLY 


The Department of — in ‘Dublin 
chas received reports relating to the con 
dition and estimated ‘quantities of poultry 
available in the Free State for marketing in 
the approachin Christmas. season. ‘From a 
survey of the inforiation furnished the genera! 
position would appear to. be. as. follows ;— 

Geese—Plentiful supplies of geese will be 
available from every county. The birds are 
in good condition and of average weight — 
viz., 10lb. te '12ib- . 

Turkeys— The total. quantities of turkevs 
may not quite equal the supplies of las! 
year; only in very few counties apparent). 
are flocks above the normal, but at the same 
time no fears need be entertained of a 
shortage. The quality is generally agreed t- 
be good, and the inclement weather whic) 
prevailed so largely throughout the rearinz 
season does not appear to have “affected th- 
condition of the birds beyond resulting in 
a slight reduction of weights. , Cock Ronde 
average from 18lb. upwards, afd turke. 
hens 101b. to 141b. It should be noted tha 
there is usually a good demand fot the laite, 
in cross-Channel markets, 

Ducks—Quantities and quality are quite 
sn Be as in former years, and the average 

— range around 4lb. 

Chickens—These are also plentiful, and in 
many counties supplies are above the arerage 
The birds are reported to be in splendi 
condition, and the average net weight appears 
ito be from 4Ib, to 5lb. 

THE EXPORT TRADE. 

All poultry exporters catering for the 
Christmas poultry trade are again urged to 
use only standard poultry crates for the con 
veyance of turkeys, and to place ‘their order i 
for packages without delay. Full particnlara 
as to the specificatidn for such crates, 
together with recommendations as to pack 
ing as well as. names of supplierg, can be 
obtained on application to the og andl 

From experience gained «in prewious years 
itis abundantly clear that the best, time t. 
dispose of supplies of _ turkeys—especial!y 
hen birds—is early in December. Many wm: 
favourable criticisms. have been received a: 
to the prejudicial effect on prices ‘created 
by the arrival of large quarititiés 6f poultry 
oa markets which have become overstocked 
on the near ‘approach of Christmas. “Las: 
year there were numerous instances of Irish 
consignments which could not -be marketed 
for the Christmas trade, and which had to 
-be placed in cold. storage to await more 
favourable conditions. 

It has been brought to ihe Department's 
notice that in some instances birds in_ poo 
condition, apparently as a result of disease, 
were included in consignments, ‘This practice 
cannot be too strongly condemned, as it i: 
calculated to orajedt ice seriously, not alone 
the value of the particular consignment- con. 
cerned, but the turkey trade in general. 

. Finally, producers can materially co. 
operate in improying the reputation of Irish 
turkeys in cross-Channel markets by fasting 
the birds for at least 18 hours before killing. 
This simple precaution prolongs’ the keeping . 
qualities, and reduces the risk of dis 
coloration of the flesh due to decomposition 
of food. 

PROSPECTIVE BUYERS. 

The Department of Agriculture wish ie 
impress on exporters the necessity for oh 
taining, before forwarding consignments 
satisfactory assurances’ through the usua! 
business channels as to the financial and 
commercial, standing of. prospective buyers.

THE NEED FOR HASTE. 
Jiow many people have considered the 
skill and daring and the minute judgment 
of the fire engine-driver as he Bailiú 
along throwgh streets crowded with 
trafic and pedestrians to answer a fire 
call, driving with the careful abandon 
that his urgent mission necessitates, since 
two or three minutes might mean the 
difference between prevention and destruc- 
tion 
The fire engine-drivey knows no laws of 
speed, nor do the ordinary trafhe regula- 
tions affect him, and that is as it should, 
and must, be. Yet, he has a greater re- 
spect for the life and property of others, 
particularly other road-users, than any 
other driver, private or commercial. When. 
thinks of the manner in which he 
to drive in all varieties of weather, 
by day and by night, and at speeds that 
would put the ordinary skilled motorist 
to shame, it is to his great credit that he 
hardly ever has an accident and never 
eanses injury to life and limb. 
lie is cool-headed, with an cagle eye, 
and with mind and body attuned to the 
present urgent need; for one mistake 
might cause a vrievous accident and 
serious loss of life. 
On last Sunday night the Lord Mayor 
ef Dublin, Senator Alfred Byrne, sat 
beside the driver of a fire engine during a 
quick run to Dundalk in answer to an 
immediate call to a fire in Clones. The 
Lord Mayor has been up in an aeroplane 
in half a gale and enjoyed it, but he stated 
afterwards that what most impressed him 
was the really wonderful driving and 
handling of the heavy fire engine. 
IN GRAFTON STREET. 
Then T learnt yesterday that the 
speed at which a fire engine 
travels up O'Connell street on the way to 
a fire is thirty-five miles an hour in the 
busy time of the day, and even greater 
when there is a clear road at night. There 
ure very few, if any, motorists in Dublin 
who could drive safely up O’Connell street 
nf that speed. Even Grafton the 
trickiest street in Dublin so far as the 
motorist is concerned, is negotiated by the 
fire engine at between twenty and thirty 
miles an hour in the dirtiest weather.” 
Certainly it might be possible for a 
man, once in a while, with dry roads and 
no traffic, to attain an average of thirty- ! 
five miles an hour in O'Connell street, but 
how many people would risk it? 
Yesterday [ spoke to John Dorman, the 
driver of the engine in which the Lord 
Mayor travelled to Dundalk on Sunday 
might, which a distance of fifty- 
fwo miles in one hour and eight minutes, 
when the roads were still a bit \yreasy from 
the fog of the last few days. He thought 
nothing of this feat, however, but ex- 
plained that he had had a man on the side 
of the engine who knew every turn and 
bend in the road, so that he was able to 
take the corners without losing more than 
the necessary speed. This had enabled 
him to put up a fairly good average. 
\ young man of powerful build, Dorman 
has the quiet eyes and steady hands that 
make the perfect -racing driver. . He 
Jaughed when 1 suggested that he should 
take up racing driving as a livelihood in- 
stead of driving a fire engine, 
* We have to take risks when we drive 
a five elivine at a great speed through city 
streets: but we never take a chance. 
* Motorists very considerate, and 
give us the right of way as soon as they 
the fire bell clanging behind them, 
and the traffie pointsmen always hold up 
the traffic so that we may hhve a clear road. 
Pedestrians. too, as a rule, get out of our 
Wav as quick) as possible. 
WOMEN WALKERS. 


“ We hate. however. TO See. woman 
pedestrian on the road before us, because 
we never know what she is going to do. 
She generally loses her head and runs back 
into our path. Then when we meet a 
woman driver in a motor car either of two 
things happens; she gets panicky and 
swerves all over the road, or else ignores 
us and refuses to give us the road.’’ 

Dorman laughed quietly as he added: 
“But women always were contrary 
creatures, 

He then talked about skidding on greasy 
roads at high speeds when there was no 
yoom to skid, and only sheer skill pre- 
vented an accident. ‘‘ You have to know 
how to handle your ‘ bus’ and to use your 
brakes and gear box. Sometimes. also.

order to avoid a smash-up.’’ He did admit 
that it dillicult matter to skid 
a heavy vehicle like a fire engine and to 
set her out of a skid, but experience and 
judgment were all that was needed. He 
aid not add, however, that the coolness and 
foresight of the driver also counted for a 
wreat deal.

““ Facetious Jemmy Carson.” 


The publication of The Dublin Weekly 
J Rawat sv 1725 marked a ..ew departure 
in Irish journalism. In that paper, which 
was conducted by James Carson in a court 
off Dame street, appeared original articles, 
a feature unknown up to that time in any 
paper published in Dublin. In 1729 Car- 
son complains of the meanness of people 
who, instead of buying his paper at three- 
halfpence, procure it at ‘‘ a halfpenny a 
read from the news hawkers.” ‘‘ Ym 
obliged,’’ says the irate journalist-printer, 
“to keep secretaries, messengers, and 
devils.’’ Farther on, he says, “ I must go 
to balls, masquerades, operas and plays: 
I must frequent the Exchange, Lucas’s 
(cóffee house), Templeogue (spa), the 
Greén, and Bason (St. James’s street) to 
= up the news for the ladies.” Long 

nown as the “ facetious Jemmy Carson,”’ 
he was often the butt of the poetasters and 
wits of Dublin. 


Wellington Quay. 
The ground that forms Wellington quay 


has seen many changes since the first ex- 
tension of the city boundary, Until the 


Liffey tides washed uncontrolled against 
the city walls, and when the city spread 
eastward one of the first buildings erected 
was the Customs House. This gave the 
name to the original Custom House quay, 
and so it was known until 1816, when the 
Wide Street Commissioners altered it to 
Wellington quay. The site of the original 
building was then converted into ware- 
houses, and afterwards became an exist- 
ing printing house. Early in the eighteenth 
century a small] gateway gave access to the 
etd from Essex street, and adjacent to it 
there stood the ‘‘ Old Sot’s Hole,’’ which 
was reputed to provide the best fare in 
Dublin. Dr. Thomas Sheridan wrote a 
ballad on five ladies who regaled him with 
ale and steaks at the “: Sot’s Hole.’’ 
The statue of King George I. was set up: 
at Essex Bridge, but when the quay was 
transferred in name the statue was moved 
bodily to the Mansion House. I know not 
to what final resting place the dismem- 
bered parts have now been committed, al- 
though I remember that those of William 
of Orange were relegated to the municipal 
dépét—appropriately, at Hanover street. 


Che “ Sois Hole,” 


The famous chop-house and the statue 
of George I. were commemorated in both 
Latin and English by Dr. William King, 
of Oxford. The English version runs :— 
“Near the bridge, where, high mounted, the 

brass monarch rides, 

Looking down the rough Liffey, and marking 

the tides; 

Near the Dome where great publicans meet 

once a day 

To collect royal imposts, and stop their own 

pay ; 

Far within a recess, a large cavern was 

made, 

Which to plenty is sacred, the place of 

grillade ; 

Here the Goddess supplies a succession of 

stakes 

To Mechanics and Lordlings, old saints and 

young rakes ; 

Here carnivorous kerns find a present relief, 

And the Britons with glee recognise their 

own beef.”’ 


An Unwritten “Cour.” 


In his literary memoirs Thomas 
Pennant, naturalist and antiquary, gives 
a curious reason why his visit to Intend 
was not productive of a volume similar 
to his ‘‘Tours’’ in England, Scotland and 
Wales. Writing with reference to his 
Irish tour, he states: 4; . 
summer of 1754 I visited the hospitable

The Invincible Army. 


There is certainly one army against 
which the good intentions of the Disarma- 
ment Commission at Geneva seems to be 
powerless. Toyland’s army goes marching 
as triumphantly this year as if the League 
of Nations never existed. And, what is 
more important, it seems to have retained 
the affectionate regard of its owners, or 
potential owners, as strongly as ever. — 

This year the toyshops of Dublin dis- 

lay a toyland army as completely up-to- 
date as any army in the world. Infantry 
and cavalry are still important, of course, 
but now these are reinforced by 
mechanically-drawn guns and howitzers, 
fitted with elevating gear and supplies of 
shells.

One change, however, must be noted;

MR. M. MacGONIGAL. 


The exhibition of paintings by Maurice 
MacGionigal, which opened at the Gallery, 
No. 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, yesterday, 
contains, abe wil the most truly Irish col- 
lection of pictures by one artist seen for some 
considerable time. Mr. MacGonigal, indeed, 
has confined his show—and, therefore, we 
take it, his work—to portraying the characte- 
ristics of Irish scenery as seen through very 
Irish eyes; and if at times he strikes a 
bizerre note, he has achieved results which 
taken as a whole, are remarkably effective 
and in individual instances really distinctive. 


An older and, perhaps, more experienced 
artist might hesitate to depend so much upon 
the primary colours as does Mr, MacGonigal : 
there is, indeed, a general hardness about his 
hills and valleys, his bogs and his houses; 
and there is, too, a certain gaudiness in many 
of his canvases. Nevertheless, there is a 
peculiar vividness of form and a remarkably 
virile touch in his pute untoned colour scheme 
of cloud, lake and land: the very harshness 
of the blue which he uses so often to 

his mountain peaks and ranges 
wane truly of the harsh, bleak Jand of the 
est.

result. Whatever the reason, it is certain 
that Schumann’s music reached the audience 
with a mark of inspiration not observed 
in the Mozart performance. Phillipowsky’s 
playing of “ Kinderscenen’’ was something 
to remember. 


LESS ENGAGING. 

When he played Glazounov’s ‘‘ Variations 
on a Theme in A Major ” he was rather less 
engaging. The music here is heavy going 
for the pianist, and only an agile performer, 
standing high in proficiency at the _ key- 
board, could gallop through it as confidently 
as Phillipowsky and still preserve, as he did, 
enough self-possession to exhibit some eques- 
trian graces by the way. But the interpreter 
we had glimpsed in the Schumann work was 
now seen merely as a pianist, albeit an 
extremely clever one. 

Phillipowsky concluded his afternoon 
recital with some pieces representing the 
compositions of Medtner, the Russian pianist- 
composer. At nighi his programme included 
the “ Appassionata”’ Sonata of Beethoven 
and such contrasted selections as a group of 
sixteenth century compositions in dance

MARQUESS OF 
‘LONDONDERRY. 


The cities and towns of the Six Counties 
have taken on a festive appearance in view 
of the approaching Christmastide. The 
big shop windows in Belfast are glistening 
with frosted decorations and fascinating 
displays have been arranged for the benefit 
of the young folk, to whom the season is 
peculiarly dedicated. 

In some of the larger establishments 
the children are taken into a fairyland 
of wonderful toys and all sorts of things 
suitable for gifts, and even the grown- 
ups are charmed with the novelty and 
colour of these exhibitions.

It is stated by the Ministry that the 
quality of all deinta is good, and it is 
believed that prices, on account of 
plentiful supplies and trade depression 
generally, will be lower than those of 
last year.

The speaker, in foreshadowing a Budget 
deficit, said that the cost of administratio 
and the services was too high in Ulster. 
He declared, nevertheless, that the 
Government was, unable to relieve de- 

ression in industry and agriculture so 
long as free foreign competition and free 
foreign dumping were allowed. The charge 
that the Government was responsible for 
the existing depression was, therefore, 
neither true nor just. 

A resolution was passed at the meeting 
expressing loyalty to the Government, but 
advocating a cut in Government depart- 
ments.

COUNTY WEXFORD.

APATHY OF LOCAL BODIES. 


T is greatly regretted that while many 
| County Councils and County Committees 
of Agriculture carried out their duties 
of helping cattle-breeding co: -icntiously, 
County Wexford had, so far, failed to take 
full advantage of the opportunities afforded 
them. That is not in accordance with 
traditions. 

The above is an extract from the annual 
rept of the hon. Secretary which was 
read at the meeting of tho County ‘Vexford 
Branch of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association. 

‘the ron. Secretary added that fully ninety- 
five per cent. of “s cattle in the country 
are osiheesie. admirably suited to produce 
milk or beef. Their first annual show and 
sale last April was very ~. iul. The 
highest price was £40 for a bull, and the 
aguregale of sales was £1,135. 

The annual report cn cow-testing stated 
that there were seven associations in the 
county. Records were !ept by 221 farmers, 
and 2,107 cows were recorded. The average 
vield was 5.976lb. -° milk and,21&lb. of butter 
fat. Thirty-one co . yielded over 10,000Ib. 
of milk. The best cow in the County 
Wexfor) was Looby, owned by Mr. R. A. 
Latta. She yielded 16,996lb. of milk and 
5491b. butter fat in the year. 

‘‘A RETROGRADE STEP.”’ 

Mr. P. J. Hallidan, General Secretary of 
the Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society, 
said that he learned with great res et that 
the Society’s request to the Wexford County 
Committee of Agriculture .nd County Council 
to assist the annual show and sale with a 
larger grant was refused. It was a retrograde 
step. 

Mr R. A. Latta said that unfortunately 
the Co. Wexford Committee of Agriculture 


had not given them the encouragement they 
were entitled to, 

Mr. N. J. Frizelle, Secretary, Co. Wexford 
County Council, denied that the County Com- 
mittes of Agriculture were opposed to the 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, His Com- 
mittee had given as many premiyms for bulls 
and boars as any other county of its size. 
The County Committee made recommenda- 
tions to the County Council, but they turned 
them cown. 


FINANCE. 

The County Committee of Agriculture had 
to run all the live stock schemes in the 
county on a rate of less than a penny in the 
£. The amount of money allowed them by 
the County Council was about the lowest 
in the Free State, but if the shorthorn 
hreeders could induce the County Council to 
increrse the rate the County Committee 
would subsidise the show and sale, The 
County Council was inclined to scan every 
penny very closely at present. 

Mr. John M. Roche said that the money 
granted to the Society would improve the 
farmers’ position and put them in a better 
position to pay the rates. It would be better 
thau sending money out of the country to 
make concrete roads that may be an 
extravagance. 

Mr. Frizelle replied that any man who said 
that the concrete road was an extravagance 
was talking through his hat. 

Mr. John M. Roche, Talbot Hall, New 
Ross, was elected President: Mr. W. E. 
McArdle, Ballvwalter, Gorey, Vice-President, 
and Mr. W. L. Latta, Ballinakill, Hon. 
Secretarv and Treasurer. 

The balance sheet, showing a credit of

The Lord Chief Justice—Do‘ not let there 
be any mistake about it. When you say 
“drunk ” do you mean he was unfit to be 
trusted with the driving of a car ?— Yes. 

The accused man, in evidence, said that 
at the time of the accident he was doing 
seven or eight miles per hour. The motor 
cycle approached him rapidly, and struck the 
front of his car. He stopped immediately. 

In answer to the Judge, he said that he was 
quite sober, and driving very carefully. 

Dr. H. R. McCann, ‘Kilkeel, said that he 
came on the scene, and saw the accused man, 
whom he had not previously known, on the 
road. In his opinion the accused man was 
not drank, but he was a bit shocked. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty of man- 
slaughter, and the Judge, passing sentence, 
said that he knew the prisoner to be a respect- 
able, decent man. A young life had been 
lost through a professional man going and 
getting drunk. He could not pass a less 
sentence than twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with such labour as the prison doctor thought 
him fit for.

Death of Lieutenant- 
General Clifford.

HE funeral of the late Lieuten:snt- 

General Robert C. R. Clifford, who died 

last Sunday at his residence, Carn 
Cottage, Belturbet, Co. Cavan, will take 
place to Kildallon Church to-day. 

Genera] Clifford, who had reached the age 
of 92 years, was an Indian Mutiny veteran. 
He was the second son of €aptain «Robert 
Clifford, who served with the East India 
Company. He was educated in Ireland and 
France. In 1858 he entered the East India 
sérvice, and was awarded a Mutiny medal. 
The General’s military career was spent 
entirely in India. He was attached to 
various cavalyy..units, and in the Jawaki 
Expedition on the North-Wést Frontier im 
1877 he was mentioned in despatches. For 
his services in the Afghan campaign in the 
two years following he was mentioned three 
times in despatchés, and was promoted to 
the rank of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel. He 
was with the Mahsud Waziri Expedition in 
1881, and was on the Staff in 1894-1895. In 
1913 he was in command of a cavalry force 
operating on the frontier 

In the meantime he had spent a period in 
Ireland, and he was High Sheriff of Cavan in 
190g. General Clifford, who was made a C.B. 
in 1891, was also Deputy Lieutenant and 
Justice of the Peace for County Cavan. He 
married, in 1863, Mary, daughter of Major 
Trant, of the East India Company, and had 
one gon and two daughters

i LIMERICK, Monday. 
LITHUANIAN seaman, named Staays 
A Steponavicius, who was admitted to 
Barrington’s Hospital to-day suffer- 
ing from a wound on his throat, told to a 
member of the loycal branch of the Apostle- 
ship of the Sea a remarkable story of his 
alleged ill-treatment on board his_ ship, 
Gantoise, which has arrived in Limerick from 
La Plata. 
He stated that soon after the voyage began 
he was attacked by Soviet members of the 
crew, because he was a Catholic, and on one 
occasion he was locked into the stokehold 
for an hour, and left there in an exhausted 
condition with the ventilators closed. When 
the vessel arrived in Limerick on Saturday 
night he asked to be paid off, and he slept 
in a city lodging house rather than remain 
on board. "4 ereturned to the ship this 
morning and an hour later was _ discevered 
lying on the forecastle suffering from the 
injury stated. The matter was reported by 
the ship’s officers to the captain, who had the 
injured man removed to hospital, where he 
was detained. 

Sergeant O’Mahony, Civic Guards, it is 
understood, learned that there had been some 
trouble between the Lithuanian and a 
Bulgarian member -of the crew, but nothing 
is known as to how Steponavicius sustained 
the injury.

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The Ministry of Home Affairs íor Northern 
Ireland has decreed that on and after 
January 1st next all motor vehicles and 
motor cycles using the roads in Northern 
Ireland will have to be insured against third 
party risks. Motorists, it is stated, must 
insure with an approved company, and the 
driver of each vehicle will be compelled to 
carry with him, in just the same manner as 
he carries a driver’s licence to-day, a certifi- 
cate of insurance given by the approved com- 
pany with which he is insured. This certifi- 
cate will have to be shown on demand to a 
constable. : 

These new regulations have a direct affect 
on all Free State motorists who may at any 
time after that date enter Northern Ireland ; 
for it means that they must have a third 
party insurance policy in respéct of their 
motor vehicle. 

The majority of such motorists are insured, 
but there are others who may find themselves 
in tronbie if they enter Northern Ireland 
withont an insurance policy. 

A Free State driver s licence is invalid in 
Northern Ireland, and vice-versa. 

Inguiries were made at the Home Office in 
Belfast yesterday as to whether the Free 


| State insurance companies came under the 


heading of companies ‘‘approved”’ by the 
Act of the Northern Ireland Parliament. 
The reply given was that if these companies 
complied with the conditions laid down in 
the Act, then insurance with them would be 
recognised in Northern Ireland.

Lough Neagh Stretch 
Selected, 
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From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 
R. Kaye Don, I understand, will arrive 
M in Belfast early next month to com- 
mence his preliminary trials for the 
attempt upon the motor speed record on 
Lough Neagh. The record for the measured 
mile (96.5) is held by the United States, as 
Commodore Gar Woods beat Sw Henry 
Segrave’s record in Miss England I. Last 
year Sir Henry Segrave lost his life in at- 
tempting to regain the record for Gréat 
Britain in Miss England II. on Lake Winder- 
mere, and he actually attained a speed of 
98.7 miles per hour. It is believed that the 
boat is capable of a higher speed, and Lord 
Wakefield is lending it for Mr. Kaye Don’s 
attempt. It is hoped that a speed of over 
100 miles an hour will be attained. 

Mr. Fred. Cooper, the designer of the boat, 
visited Lough Neagh during the week-énd, 
and in a conversation which [ had with him 
before he left Belfast this evening he de- 
claréd that he had selected a stretch of five 
miles along the Ballyronan shore. 

“I think it would be ideal for the pur- 
pose,” he declared, “ as it is a fine sheltered 
stretch of water. I think it would be best 
to make our headquarters at Toomebridge, 
where accommodation can be obtained for 
housing Miss England II.’’ 

Mr. Cooper is to return with Mr. Kaye 
Don in January, and there will be a staff of 
eight at the trials, including Mr. J. Wilcox, 
the only survivor of the accident on Lake 
Windermere. Whether Miss England II. will 
achieve a record on Lough Neagh or not, it 
will be mb to Buenos Aires in March to 
make a further attempt during the course of 
the British Exhibition, which is to be opened 
by the Prince of Wales.

The death took place this morning of the 


, Very Rev. Tobias R. Walsh, P.P., Freshford, 


Dean of the Chapter of the Diocese of Ossorv. 
The late Dean Walsh was one of the best 
known and most popular of the clergy in 
Ossory. : 

Born on December 21, 1851, at Derryna- 
hinch, near Knocktopher, Co. Kilkenny, he 
was educated at St. Kieran’s College, Kil- 
kenny, his ecclesiastical studies being sub- 
sequently pursued at the Irish College in 
Paris, where he was ordained to the priest- 
hood in 1877. He was Curate in Lisdowney, 
Danesfort and Castlecomer parishes, and was 
subsequently appointed to the cathedral 
parish of St. Mary, in the City of Kil. 
kenny, of which, after a period as Curate, 
he was appointed administrator. In 1804 
he was appointed parish priest of Freshford, 
and shortly afterwards Canon of the Diocesan 
Chapter on the death of the Very Rev. Dean 
Doyle. Father Walsh, who was then Arch. 
deacon of Ossory, was elevated to the 
dignity of Dean of the diocese last Februarv.

GREAT BRITAIN. 


Sub-committees of the Indian Round 
Table Conference yesterday discussed the 
separation cf F*:ma and the various 
aspects of federation. 

By 277 votes to 182 the House of 
Commons yesterday passed the second 
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A Critical Election. 
The Free State Government has held 
office for eight years—an almost unnatural 
tenure under democratic rule. Most 
Governments carry the seeds of dissolution 
from their birth. They are doomed to brief 
lives by their mistakes, by accidents in the 


Aristides. Mr. Cosgrave’s Government is 
in its ninth year for the same reason which 
forbids experiment with the dykes of 
Holland; it is the sober citizen’s only 

bulwark against calamity. If, and when, 

Mr. de Valera’s party wins a general 

election, it will make haste to denounce the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty and te proclaim that 
Ireland—the whole thirty-two counties—is 

a republic. In other words, it will issue 

an ultimatum not only to Great Britain; 

but to Northern Ireland. At the worst 

such action would mean red ruin and the 

breaking up of laws. At the best it 

would mean a British boycott of the Free 

State and a lamentable renewal of sus- 

picion and distrust between the two Irish 

States. It is conceivable, indeed, that a 

British Government, weary of these undying 

rancours, might say: “ Well, if you insist 

on.a republic, take it, and clear out of 

the British Commonwealth”—and what 

would the Irish Ishmael «~ then, poor 

thing? Even if Fianna Fail, having 

taken office, should shirk the Treaty issue, 

and should confine itself to the enforce- 

ment of Mr. de Valera’s economics, the 

result still would be disastrous. His 

towering tariff walls not only would 

exclude the bulk of British imports, but 

would invite instant retaliation. Within 

a year Free State commerce and agricul- 

ture, paralysed by loss of trade and by a 

vastly increased cost of living, would be 

on their death-beds. Within five years, 

if _ublic patience should endure so long, | 
the country would be a desert. 

This menace may not be permanent. As 
the years pass, Fianna Fadil may acquire 
wisdom ; other constitutional parties, or 
combinations of parties, may take form, 
which would offer a safe alternative to 
the present Government. To-day, how- 
ever—as Fianna Fáis most recent 
speeches show—the menace is real and 
grave. Thus, when we are gratified by 
the Free State’s progress—by her high 
credit, her reign of order, her small 
National Debt, her comparatively modest 
income tax—we cannot afford to forget the 
one condition which guarantees these 
things. In present circumstances they 
would vanish with the Government which 
has established them. That truth surely 
will be the deciding factor of to-day’s 
election in County Dublin. Normally, a 
by-election offers we not illegitimate 
temptation as an outlet for personal 
grievances. Electors who would see their 
duty clear at general elections may feel 
that by abstention, or even by a hostile 
vote, at a by-election they will rebuke the 
Government usefully for its sins of 
There will be no 
room for such luxuries of private judg- 
ment at to-day’s election. We have no 
doubt that Mr. T. A. Finlay, K.C., the 
Government’s candidate, will head the 
poll, but on this occasion mere victory 
will not suffice. The election’s significance 
as an index to the political future will 
be decided by the amount of Mr. Finlay’s 
ma ority. Fianna Fadil proposes to stake 
all its fortunes on the next general elec- 
tion, which may take place in 1931. — It 
is founding its hopes on the discontents 
produced throughout the country by de- 
pressed trade and a bad harvest. If in 
County Dublin, a residential and prosperous 
division, the Government is seen to lose 
ground, the forces of revolution will re- 
ceive a dangerous encouragement. To 
this extent, therefore—and it is a large 
extent—the Free State’s fortunes are in 
the hands of those who, by their votes or 
by their abstention, will choose to-day be- 
tween Mr. Finlay and Mr. Maguire. We 
hope that the vote of every elector who 
shares this newspaper’s political views 
will support Mr. Finlay and the Constitu- 
tion on which the Free State’s place in 
the British Empire depends.

‘The State of India. 

The murder yesterday in Calcutta of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Norman Skinner Simp- 
son reminds us that, while the Round 
Table Conference is considering the future 
of India, her present state cannot be left 
to care for itself pending the formulation 
of a charter which may, or may not, be 
evolved. We do not wish to deery the. 
Conference. It has begun well, and 
already it is not wholly barren of accom- 
plishment. The appointment of a sub-. 
committee to decide the most satisfactory 
method in which Burma can be separated 
from the jurisdiction of the Indian Govern- 
ment may have been an obvious move; the 
fact remains that such a move has been 
‘made. Other encouraging features are the 
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such raid took place even in 1857 when 
every Indian regiment in Peshawar was 
seething with mutiny. .Then—we quote Sir 
George—‘‘ the sight of the British dis- 
arming their regiments and executing 
their mutineers was a ready lesson.”’ 
To-day the-Government of India, pleading 
shortage of money, “has decided on the 
least possible action ” in the face of an 
Afridi insult without parallel in the 
annals of the Raj. We are convinced 
that such weakness must react un- 
favourably upon the Conference, however 
agreeably it may sound in “ democratic ”” 
ears, Excitements of this kind do not 
conduce to that quiet calm deliberation 
which disentangles every knot. Yet one 
good thing may come out of them—namely, 
a realisation that a completely Indianised 
army could not hope to hold the passes. 
Field-Marshal Sir Claud Jacob, last Friday 
at Oxford, discussing the defence of India, 
showed that the internal security of India 
demanded British troops whose im- 
partiality made them ‘invaluable when 
Hindu-Mohammedan collisions needed to 
be suppressed. ‘‘I see no chance of the 
Indianisation of the Indian Army,” said 
Sir Claud, “ without bringing the whole 
structure down with a crash.” Such 
words from such a source are final. If 
the Round Table Conference is to make 
any useful headway with its labours, it 
cannot ignore them. 
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Spoken English. 


After four years’ work the British 
Broadcasting Corporation’s Advisory 
Committee on Spoken English has 
acquired almost the sanctity of a Govern- 
ment department. . Unlike the average 
Government. department, however, it 
condescends to change its mind when 
convinced that it has taken a wrong 
step. .To bow to custom is not invariably 
wise, but defe-ence to an established pro- 
nunciation, when that pronunciation is 
in every respect satisfactory, argues 
sanity and balance. Reversing its former 
decisions, the Committee now decrees 
that ‘‘ decadence”’ will have its stress 
on the first syllable; ‘“‘ fragile ’’—in 
defiance, perhaps, of etymology, but in 
accord with exphony—will keep its long 
i; and ‘‘iodine,” pronounced ‘“‘ eye-o- 
deen,” will rank with its fellows, 
“fluorine”? and ~ “‘glycerine.” Would 
that all the decisions of the Committee 
were equally sound; but alas! it is not 
incapable of an atrocity. It has de- 
livered a second ruling on the word 
“i “age,” ‘*Garage’’ is a vile word at 
the best of times, which we must endure 
in default of anything better; why, 
then, does the Committee go out of its 
way to make the horror more horrible? 
Despite an alien ring, we might have 
become used to ‘“‘garage’’ with the 
accent on the last syllable; but the 
popular “‘garraj’”’ lacks every decency 
of sound—even the rugged strength of 
Such 
sins, however, are few; and in its deal- 
ings with the word “‘ réveille” the Com- 
mittee has been guilty of nothing more 
than indecision—pardonable indecision, 
since even soldiers, who ought to ‘know 
best, differ in regard to the pronuncia- 
tion. Is it “ revally ” or ‘‘revelly?”’ It 
rhymes in a popular song, says 
Mr. Lloyd James, with ‘‘ valley ”’ and 
“ rally” ; but Mr. Robert Graves rhymes 
it with ‘‘Gemelli.”” To Irishmen, at all 
events, Mr. Graves’s verdict is otiose; 
for has not Mr. Kipling’s adventurer ..ho 
sang— 

My name is O'Kelly, 
I’ve heard the réweille— 
sealed the pronunciation for all time? 


Parrot Disease. 


We thought that the last words on 
parrot disease had been spoken, and that 
the profane bird, having created a world- 
wide sensation for a spell of weeks, had 
folded her wings and sunk once more into 
the old, domestic round. In her small 
way Polly did considerable damage and 
caused no little alarm; and her unfor- 
tunate race paid dearly for its short career 
before the public eye. Perhaps, the 
parrot’s heart will beat once more to learn 
that her peculiar diseas> has been a sub- 
ject of careful study for many months, and 
that the British Ministry of Health has 
issued a report on the subject. According 
to this report, the infection 1s almost 
certainly.a filtrable virus. Polly, as it 
appears, was not entirely to blame ; for Sir 
George Newman says that in some cases 
human infection was undoubtedly due to 
‘© an unwholesome intimacy of association 
between the birds and their owners.”’ 
‘ Kissing of the beaks of the birds,”’ he 
explains, “ as well as letting them peck 
food from the mouth of the owner, led to 
human .infection on more than one 
occasion.” We envy people whose simple 
faith in psittacid good nature allows them 
to approach a finger—not to speak of a 
mouth—to the psittacid beak ; but we con- 
tend that anybody who likes to do such 
things deserves whatever he gets. The 
dice are loaded unfairly against Polly. If 
she replies to these unwelcome demonstra- 
tions with a peck, she is in disgrace. If 
‘she retaliates with a dose of psittacosis, a 
hue and cry is raised, her kin are refused 
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I would no more object to a

but when you increase the money-stake, 
dose of alcohol, beyond reasonable 
limits, you ages de your physical and moral 
constitution, and you ruin your power of 
work. Leaving the other stimulants aside, 
everyone knows that a man who is hoping to 
win an enormous stake will not as a rule be 
able to give much attention to his ordinary 
occupation; and when the interest of a whole 
country is centred on a vast gamble the 
rising excitement which precedes the event 
and the reaction which follows it are bound 
to Em their effects on the country's 
wor 
Arguments of this sort are not likely to 
appeal to a working-man bent on risking his 
ten shillings on the million-to-one chance of 
a fortune and a life of ease; but they ought 
to have weight with responsible politicians. 
They preach to us that what the world 
needs, in order to cure its economic distresses, 
is to recover the habit of steady industry. 
Yet they give their sanction to a public 
lottery for huge prizes, which must inevit- 
‘ably depreciate the value of honest work and 
modest regular gains, i 
No one denies that the hospitals badly 
need help. No one doubts that the cheques 
which some of them have just lodged to their 
bank accounts will help to relieve a great 
deal of suffering; but is their really no 
better way of finding the necessary money? 
It would not be practicable or just to charge 
the Dublin rates with the expense of main- 
taining hospitals which serve the whole coun- 
try; but might it not be sounder etonomy 
for the State to provide an annual grant, 
to be administered by Commissioners, rather 
than to dissipate the power of productive

The Round Table Conference. 


St. James’s Palace was a busy spot 
to-day ; for there were prolonged meetings 
of various committées, no fewer than three 
of which were in session at the same time. 
One committee dealt with federal 
structure, another with the provincial con- 
stitution, and a third with Burma. The 
federal structure body seemed to favour 
one federal authority on the unitary 
system, with two Chambers, while that 
dealing with a constitution favoured the 
abolition of the dyarchy system. After- 
wards it proceeded to discuss the powers 
that would be given to a governor, and it 
appeared to be the general opinion that he 
ought not to be involved in any way In 
party matters. The Burma committee did 
not make any great headway. It is 
apparent that the wretched weather ex- 
perienced here during the past few days 
does not agree with some of the delegates ; 
for several of them are victims of colds 
and chills, There is the hope, however, 
that the unexpected progress of the recent 
proceedings will enable a plenary meeting 
to be held on Monday next, when a plan 
may be submitted giving the outline of a 
proposed federal Government. 


Lost at Sea. 


The names of those members of the ser- 
vices who were lost when the mail steamer 
Leinster was torpedoed in 1918 on its 
course from Kingstown to Holyhead are 
engraved on the memorial to the missing 
which Field-Marshal Sir William Robert- 
son will unveil on Wednesday at Holly- 
brook Cemetery, Southampton. The 
memorial has been designed by Mr. 
Theodore Newham, and bears the names of 
1,853, soldiers, airmen and nurses of all 
ranks, who were lost at sea. Among the 
names, in addition to the victims of the 
Leinster, are those of Lord Kitchener and 
his staff, who were lost in H.M.S, Hamp- 
shire; of thirteen nurses and several 
V.A.D.’s; of 113 patients who went down 
in torpedoed hospital ships, 737 troops who 
perished in the transport Donegal, and 596 
men of the South African Labour Corps 
who were lost in the troopship Mendi. 
There are also the names of 106 Italian 
soldiers lost in a sunken British ship. 
The memorial has in the foreground a 
“garden of memories,” behind which 
stands an arc-shaped marble wall sur- 
mounted by a cross. The names of the 
missing are engraved on panels on the 
wall. Southampton has been chosen 
appropriately as the site of the memorial, 
since more than 7,000,000 troops sailed 
from that port during the war. 


Warship Construction. 


The First Lord of the Admiralty, Mr. 
A. V. Alexander, who was accompanied 
by Miss Ma-garet Bondfield, Minister vf 
Labour, received the representatives of a 
number of shipbuilding companies to-day, 
when a case for the accelerating of war- 
ship construction was submitted, as a 
means to relieve the serious state of un- 
employment now existing, and expected 
to. continue into next year. I under- 
stand that in several districts something 
like sixty per cent. of the shipbuilding 
workers are out of employment; for a 
combination of general business depres- 
sion and the granting of assistance bv 
foreign Governments to their national 
shipyards, has brought about a trouble- 
some situation. The deputation’s sug- 
gestion that building ought to be ex 
pedited, and more repair work to be 
given out, was not received with favour 
by Mr. Alexander, though he promised 
to represent the views of the deputation 
to the Prime Minister. 


Capital Ships. 


The Admiralty’s decision to revive the 
term “capital ships,’’ which was 
dropped a year or two ago, has much to 
commend it. The term is a generic title 
for the category comprising battleships 
and battle cruisers. In the British Navy 
there are sixteen battleships, the most 
powerful of which are the Rodney and 
the Nelson, while the battle cruisers 
number but four, the most recent of 
which are the Hood, launched in 1920, 
and the Tiger, which, having been 
launched in 1914, is nearing the end of 
iis days. Capital. ships are _ vesse!s 
that come within the scope of the 
Washington Treaty of 1922, which covers 
warships of 10,000 tons and over. 


A Newspaper’s Anniversary. 


The beautiful old hall of the S*ationers’ 
Company witnessed a most interesting 
gathering to-night, when a dinner party 
was given by Sir Mectin Melvin to 
celebrate the seventieth anniversary of 
the Universe, the Roman Catholic news 
paper, which was acquired .

The States should come in individually by 
convention. . All the States should retain 
sovereignty and full internal independence, 
save in so far as they had sacrificed certain 
portions of their sovereignty expressly for 
federal purposes, 

On the other side, the component element 
would be British India. 

Before giving any final decision, however, 
the Princes desired to know what would be 
the position in regard to the centre and the 
provinces in British India, It was. made 
clear that the Princes. did. not. wish to 
federate with a British India existing exactly 
as it does to-day.

The Times to-day says:—The Artiglio 
and her divers had many great feats of 
salvage to their credit, chief among them 
the finding of the Elizabethville, with her 
treasure of diamonds, though the gems 
were hever discovered; and the location 
of the Egypt a few months ago. The 
ingenuity and perseverance shown during 
the long search for the Egypt were 
worthy of all praise. For four months 
last year the divers searched unsuccess- 
fully for this big liner, which went. down 
beyond Ushant eight years ago. Storm 
and tide and fog defeated them then, but 
they returned undaunted to their task this 
summer, and after groping in the depths 
for another two months they came at last 
on the wreck, sunk 400 feet deep. The 
captain’s safe was brought up, but the 
recovery of the ship’s treasure—she carried 
more than £1,000,000 in specie—had to be 
postponed until next summer. The 
Sorima Company and their splendid divers 
had elaborated their plans for the work, 
and all were rightly confident of success,

The New York World, a paper with 
strong liberal sympathies, denounces the 
action of Mr. Lindsey as a “ publicity 
stunt.’’ ‘‘ Without regard to the merits 
of the e: abject of controversy,’’ declares 
the newspaper, ‘‘it must be said that Mr.

Unless these 
local authorities themselves strike an ade- 
quate rate for the upkeep of the libraries in 
their towns, or, failing that, if they refuse to 
relinquish their power in the matter to the 
County Council, the present library services 
will be withdrawn. " 

The Urban Councils will be given until 
March next to consider their position. 

The Cork scheme was started in 1926 with 
a grant of £5,000 from the Carnegie Trust. 
Since then the services have become very 
popular with all classes, so much so that 
there are now two hundred and fourteen 
branches throughout the county. 

Remote districts are served by motor vans, 

which stop at farmers” houses and the 
labourers’ cottage, and provide the choice of 
over a thousand books. 
_ The urban areas, it is stated, are not pay- 
ing enough for the upkeep of their services.

Sir William Mount, chairman of Berks 
| County Council, died in the hunting field 
, yesterday. He was out with the South 
| Berks Hounds, which had met at his res1- 
‘dence, Wasing place, between Newbury and 
Reading. .During a run with the hounds 
| ho was seen to sway in the saddle and to 
fall from his horse. When picked up he 
was dead. 

Sir William had been medically attended 
recently for heart trouble, and his doctor 
certified that death was due to heart 
failure. Sir William sat in Parliament 
formerly and for many years as the Con- 
servative member for the Newbury Division 
of Berkshire. He was also an Ecclesiasti- 
cal Commissioner, He was a civil member 
of the British Claims Commission in 
France, and at one time was second Church 
Estates Commissioner. 3 

Sir William, who was aged sixty-four, 
received the C.B.E. in 1918, and was 
created a Baronet three years later. He 
married, in 1899, Hilda Lucy Adelaide, 


of Clatto, Co. Fife. He leaves three sons, 
the eldest, William Malcolm, born in 1904, 
succeeding to the Baronetcy. 

A huntsman said that Sir William was 
riding well, and no one suspected there was 
anything wrong until he collapsed and fell. 
Members of the hunt applied artificial re- 
spiration, but it was seen that it was-hope- 
less.

Sir William had been chairman of ‘the 
Berkshire County Council since 1926, IS 
is beli@¥ed that his service in France dur- 
ing the War as a member of the Claims 
Commission undermined his health.

SALVAGE STEAMER LOST

The famous Italian salvage steamer 
Artigho, which has been associated with 
the location and recovery of many wrecks 
in European waters, has now been wrecked 
herself, with the loss of twelve lives, 

She was engaged in removing the 
sunken cargo steamer Florence, which was 
obstructing navigation in the Quibe, on 
the channel between the mainland and the 
island of Horiat. This vessel carried a 
cargo of several hundred tons of high 
explosives. 

The Artiglio was anchored about two 
hundred yards from the scene of the 
wreck, and had sent down three divers to 
affix depth charges to the Florence, They 
were at work when, by some means that 
wili never be known, the munitions cargo 
of the Florence was detonated. 

The Artiglio was overwhelmed by the 
explosion, and sank like a stone. 

Of the nineteen men on board there 
were seven survivors, and two bodies have 
been found. The rest went down with the 
ship.

The Royal farmers, the King and the 
Prince of Wales, had both entered cattle 
for the Smithfield Club Show, which opened 
yesterday at the Royal Agricultural Hall, 
Islington, and both were among the 
early prize- winners 

The keen Royal interest. in agricultural 
matters was further displayed by the in- 
clusion in yesterday’s programme of a visit 
by the Duke of York, 

The King was the largest exhibitor at the 
show, and was represented in every section— 
cattle, sheep, pigs and carcasses—his stock 
coming from the farms at Windsor and 
Sandringham. 

Altogether he had over. thirty exhibits, 
and soon had secured several first, second 
and third prizes. The Prince of Wales had 
two animals in the Devon classes, and one, 
a two and a half years old steer, ‘‘ Uhasty 
Paragon,’’ weighing nearly three-quarters of 
a ton, sent from Home Farm, Callington, 
Cornwall, was placed first. The cattle re. 
presented the finest breeds in the country, 
and some of the exhibits possessed pedigrees 
which went far back into the one hundred 
and thirty one years’ history of the Snrith- 
field Show. : 

The beasts formed a united kingdom in 
themselves. The breeds included Me Devon 
Shorthorn, Hereford, . Linceln. Shérthorns, 
British Friesian, Kerry and Dexter, Welsh, 
Galloway, Highland and Aberdeen Angus,

TWO DISPLAYS. 


Treland is represented at the show by two 
displays of potatoes, one by the Free State 
Department of Lands and Agriculture and 
one by the Ministry of Agriculture, Northern 
Ireland. The Free State exhibit is in charge 
of Mr. W. D. Davidson, who stated that 
inquiries were numerous, and they had 
been successful in booking a number of 
orders, a most unusual event for .the first 
day of the show, which genege*ly is' a quiet 
day. Irish seed potatoes are becoming more 
popular in England, for at the Birmingham 
Fat Stock Show there was a good demand 
based upon the experience of growers in the 
district who had obtained excellent results 
with Irish seed. 

Sales were on a satisfactory scale, though, 
owing to the state of the potato growing 
industry in Great Britain, prices were not 
high. ; . The varieties«most in demand at 
Birmingham were Edward, Majestic, 
Great. Scot and Red King, and the sales 
Were greater than. in any previous year. 
At the fat stock show held at Stoke-on-Trent 
also it was found that there was a good 
demand jor Irish potatoes, particularly for 
the Great Scot variety, and it was observed 
at the show that Irish seed was able to 
compete successfully in price and quality 
with those from other sources, 

In view of the increased sales at other 
shows it is anticipated that the result of the 
display at the Smithfield Show, which has 
started so well, will be satisfactory. 

At the exhibit from Northern Ireland Mr. 
Walter Smyth, of the Ministry oí 
Agriculture, directed attention to the 
success of a similar display at the Leicester 
Empire Fruit Show, where seed potatoes 
from Northern Ireland were prominent. 
They wete awarded six first, six second and 
six third prizes. Many inquiries have 
followed these successes, and it is hoped that 
they will do much to increase the sale of 
Northern ‘Ireland seed potatoes in Great 
Britain,

CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM.

SOVIET RUSSIA’S 
BAD FAITH. 


EVASIVE REPLIES 
FROM MOSCOW. 


RECENT ALLEGATIONS 
AGAINST ENGLAND. 


Soviet Russia’s policy and propagands 
occupied a considerable portion of the ques- 
tion hour in the House of Commons yester- 
day. The first subject touched on was that 
of allegations made in the trial of industrial- 
ists at Moscow. 

Sir Kingsley Wood (Conservative, Wool- 
wich West) asked the Foreign Secretary if 
he, or the British Ambasador had now re 
ceived any reply from the Soviet Govern. 
ment concerning the communication made io 
them on behalf of His Majesty’s Government 
in relation to certain passages reflecting 
advérsely upon His Majesty’s Government in 
the docucments issued by the Sovget Govern 
ment in the trial of certain Sedenitial'sts, 
| now proceeding at Moscow. 

Mr. A. Henderson—The following is a 
translation of the reply returned by the 
Soviet Commissiar of Foreign Affairs to 
His Majesty’s Ambassador :— 

“ References to the possibility of partici- 
pation by British circles in interventionist 
plans were made by the accused, in written 
depositions, at the time of the preliminary 
examination, and confirmed by them later in 
court. Neither the examining authority ror 
the court can deprive thé accused of the 
right to give evidence—(ironical Opposition 
laughter, and an hon. member—‘“‘ Torture ’’) 
or to make such confessions as they con- 
sider necessary. Their Public Prosecutor 
naturally based his indictment on the con- 
fessions of the accused, which he could not 
ignore. However, the Court and the Public 

rosecutor paid almost no attention to the 
references to England, nor did the Public 
Prosecutor dwell upon these accusations in 
his final speech,for the prosecution, nor did 

Gov anywhere express any views 
upon such references to England.” . 

Sir Austen Chamberlain—Does the right 
hon. gentleman intend to make any further 
communication to the Soviet Government on 
this subject, and does he think it com- 
patible with the interest and dignity of 
this country that the matter should rest 
there? 

Mr. Henderson—I have only received the 
answer. I gave it in full just as I received 
it. I must consider the matter. 


RECENT BROADCAST 
MESSAGE. 


SOVIET COMMISSION’S 
STATEMENT. 


Several members asked about the recent 
broadcast of propaganda from Russia. 
_ Mr, Henderson announced that, in reply to 
representations made by His Majesty's 
Ambassador, the Soviet Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs had made a verbal statement, 
in which he said that the broadcast referred 
to was transmitted, not from a station under 
the control of the Soviet Government, but 
from a private station which was at, the full

disposal of the All-Union Central Council of 
Trades Unions. (Opposition ironical cheers.) 
The contents of the message only set forth, 
from the Soviet point of view, the facts of 
the trial of the Industrialist Party in which 
it would not be t sage > to discern any anti- 
British propaganda. Similarly, the broadcast 
from the station, even if it containéd any pro- 
paganda, was merely anti-war propaganda. 
against which the British Government could 
hardly have anything to say. 

This being so, the statement concluded, 
neither formally nor in substance, does it 
constitute a breach of the obligations of the 
Soviet Government, and, therefore, it does 
not give grounds for protest. Nevertheless, 
I can say that at the time that the All-Union 
Central Council of \Trades Unions was given 
the right to use this particular broadcasting 
station, no broadcast messages of this nature 
were contemplated, and, taking into con- 
sideration Mr. Henderson’s declaration, the 
undesirability of such broadgast messages in 
the future will be impressed on the All-Union 
Central Council of Trades Unions.”’ 


POLICY OF DUMPING. 

Mr. Henderson informed Sir Kingsley Wood 
thaí His Majesty’s Ambassador at Moscow 
had made inquiries into certain decrees givinz 
instructions for the manufacture and dumping 
of a large number; of commodities, and he 
reported that, whilst instructions presumably 
were given by the Soviet authorities in con- 
nection with the manufacture of articles in- 
tended for export, no decrees of the nature 
Suggested had, according to the Soviet offi- 
cials concerned, been drafted. 


SOVIET POSTERS IN THE 
HOUSE, 


The First Commissioner of Works (Mr. 
George Lansbury) told Sir William Davison 
that he had permitted the exhibition of Soviet 
Russian posters in the House of Commons 
tea room as he would permit the exhibition of 
any matter of interest that any hon. member 
wished to bring forward.

After Mr 
Richards dispensed his usual hospitality 
to all, a move was made to draw Bolsboro 
and Ballydawmore, both of which failed to 
respond, However, the right sort of cus- 
tomer was found in the red bog gorse, be 
tweon Solsboro and Oulartard. ith rare 
scent, hounds ran very fast to Monageer, 
through Oulartard, Tinnacross, Myaugh and 
Effernogue gorse. Here they inclined towards 
Clone, but, swinging right, they went through 
Coolatore and, leaving Ballinakill on the 
right,’ crossed the swollen Bann and the rail: 
way. Then they crossed the main Feros- 
Camolin road to Kilbora, and along the 
southern end of the wood. Here hounds had 
their first check. 

Up to now the point had been five and a 
half miles in just over an hour, and it had 
taken the hardest riders all their time to kee 
touch with them. From Kilbora h 8 
hunted slowly through Kilthomas and on to 
Monadurthlow, where another check occurred 
owing to the fox being headed. Then on 
through Craan and Kilthomas again, past the 
main earth at Crowley’s brow, which was 
open, and on to Ballybeg; through the covert, 
whose main earth was open, aud up 
Slieveboy. Here, unfortunately, there was 
a heavy black fog, and hounds were stopped, 
all except one couple, pointing for Donisball. 
Our pilot was viewed just before this two 
fields ahead of hounds. 

This was a really great hunt, and likely to 
be the best this season. The point was eight 
and a half miles and the full time two hours 
and forty minutes. It was disappomting not 
to catch our fox, but he was a gallant fellow, 
so ood luck to him and may we Meet again, 

Wednesday, December órd, at Shrule 
Found in Shrule gorse, ran a short left-handed 
ring back to covert, where hounds caught 
him—a fat cub, who had not learnt wisdom. 
We next found in a bit of wild gorse near 
Ballybeg, and ran past the covert on over 
Slieveboy, through Askamore and on to 
Shrule’ A short check there and then away 
through Carrigbeg and into Camolin Park. 
Hounds hung on to their fox well all through 
the park anc forced him away again to Cool- 
naleen. Here there was a short check, but 
hounds got on to his line again, and were 
hunting briskly towards Shrule when, as it 
was almost dark, they were stopped with 
difficulty. This was a very nice hunt of over 
two hours, the first few miles of which were 
really fast.

** SIMBA '—A WONDERFUL 
FILM. 


The ‘mansgément of thd Gaiety Théatre 


| have this week departed from their ordinary

‘* Simba ” is no ordinary production of the 
studios. but a moving picture of wild animal 
life in the remotest parts of British 
East Africa and the adjoining territory of 
Tan ika. The work of Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin Johnson, it represents the output of 
four years’ constani and strenuous effort to 
photograph animal life in its wild natural 
surroundings. As a nature picture it is one 
of the most instructive that has yet been 
presented on the screen. 

From their headquarters at Lake Paradise 
these intrepid hunters trekked into tracts of 
country hitherto unexplored by the white 
man, and in face of direst peril succeeded in 
getting perfect action photographs of all the 
animals indigenous of the country. Ther 
are wonderful, intimate studies of elephants, 
rhinos, giraffes, zebras, and other jungle 
denizens, which were only taken at the cost of 
patience, labour, and, above all, of fearless 
daring. 

In this regard one marvels at the fearless- 
ness of Mrs. Johnson, who throughout the 
adventure played the part of “ beating ’’ the 
dangerous bail towards the camera. As far 
as possible the adventurers avoided taking 
life, and only did so to save themselves. That 
made their task all the more risky, and there 
are some breath-taking moments as their lair 
is approached by savage beasts. Mrs. 
Johnson showed great courage, and one 
marveiled at the sang froid with which she 
stands up and shoots an angry charging 
rhino, and later an infuriated lion which had 
turned on its pursuers. 

‘*Sinba,’’ the title of the picture, is the 
native name for lion, and the latter portion 
of the film is’ devoted to studies of long in 
their native haunts. There are some beauti- 
ful shots of these animals lolling lazily, or 
frisking about like playful cats. In one 
scene ass are pictured fourteen lions. The 
climax of the film shows a great lion hunt 
organised by the Lumbwa tribe to save their 
flocks from the marauding lions. Here again 
Mrs. Johnson proves an expert rifle shot, as 
she takes down a lion within twenty feet of 
the camera, towards which he is charging. 

As a prologue to the big film there are 
some very beautiful motion pictures of the 
Johnsons on their travels through the Pacific 
Islands and the East. : 

The picture is of the silent variety, but 
there is a delightful musical accompaniment, 
whilst as a noverture Mr. Nabarro, the 
Gaiety Orchestra conductor, has arranged an 
admirable selection, with plenty of atmos- 
phere. 

The entertainment is thoroughly enjoyable.
